The first day of the year has come to be a gen- 
eral reception day in Washington.

families undertook to keep open house, in im- 
itation of the official hospitality.

A gentleman who was in conversation, the other 
day, with the ablest and sincerest of the chiefs of 
the Conservatives, was asked what time he al- 
lowed for the continued existence of a State 
Charch, “Oh! dbdut three or four years,” he 
replied; (d What do you give?” It all de 
pends upon Mr. Gladstone’s health,” was the 


answer. Perhaps his Lordship really meant 


what he said, but there is no reason to believe 
that Mr. Gladstone has any, notion of the sort. 
He never has until he is pushed on, and then he 
suddenly serves the new article of his creed with 
passion. To-day, the question of the Church 
and its rulers is forced upon us by yesterday’s 
contest at Oxford respecting the appointment of 
Dean Stanley as one of the Select Preachers be- 
fore the University. The excellent Dean is 
fond of expatiating to his laical and Dissenting 


‘friends upon the breadth of the Establishment. 


He delights to pi an institution as compre- 
hensive as the World; at times, he really 
‘seems to believe that e shade of opinion, 
from the extremest Ritualist to the extremest 
Rationalist, can be very comfortable together in 
the Establishment, although the members use a 
common service, and express their belief in a 
common formulary, Yesterday's proceedings 
show that the boast is not, at any rate, un- 


challenged. 

Dean Stanley is exceptionably well circum- 
stanced as a representative of free inquiry in the 
Church of England. If he can be ostracized, 
who shall escape? He is a favorite with the 
Queen, and will be near to the Throne ; he has a 
strong hold upon English society by the 
captivating character of his books; 
and he has brought the language of evasion to 
such a state of perfectness that he never shocks 


any one outright. He is a contributor to the 


Times, and enjoys the powerful support of that 
Organ of the Philistines; and he 
has intimate friends in the offices of 
all the best journals. He is, personally, very 
agreeable; all his paths, in fact, run over with 
fatness.” To attack him is to bring down a 
host. Yet it ia tried. I cannot profess any 
sincere surprise. I cannot. see why Bishop 
Colenso, without any Court favor, is to be 
scouted and sneered, while Dr. Stanley, with 
the same opinions, is to bask in the sunshine. 
Besides, the worthy Dean is too fond of smooth 
things. He avoids what is definite, and insinuates 
rather than asserts. He has had noue of the 
burden and the heat of the day.

GOVERNOR PALMER. 

Wich the present week will close the adminis- 
tration of John M. Palmer as Governor of the 
State of Illinois. There has been no like period 
of four years when the people of Illinois have 
felt a greater confidence in the ability, integrity, 
and industry of the Chief Executive than they 
have had during Governor Palmer’s term. The 
official career of Governor Palmer has been a 
consistent one, and yet the common accusation 
against him by his personal and political oppo- 
nents is, that he is ipconsistent, The fact is, 
Governor Palmer does not believe in the infalli- 
bility of parties, and Lence it is that mere parti- 
sans have chosen to regard him as a dangerous 
and ‘unsafe man. He was a member of the 
“Democratic party up to 1854. He lived in a 
Democratic section of the State, and yet he was 
known there as a man of independent thought 
and action, and one whose ability made him 
dangerous to the party. He refused then, as 
ever since, to accept anything which did not 
commend itself to his judgment and conscience. 
As a lawyer, and a thinker, and an outspoken 
man, he commanded the respect even of those 
who could not tolerate bis independence. In 
1852, at the Presidential dection of that year, he 
was re-elected to the State Senate at the session 
of the Legislature in January, 1853, He voted | 
with the Democratic members to re-elect Stephen 
A. Douglas to the Unitel States Senate. In 
1855, he was one of the Senators elected as 
sed to support the caucus: 
nominee of either tor the Senate, and who 
supported Judge Trumbull until the latter was 
elected. In uniting with the Republican party, 
he did not surrender his freedom of thought and 
of action. In fact, the great attraction which the 
organization of that party offered to men of intel- 
lect was, that they would be free of that party 
despotism which had suppressed free speech, 
which tolerated no difference of opinion, and 
proscribed every man who did not accept as 
gospel truth the oracles of the Democratic 
caucus. This was the Objec$ sought by the 
great body of Whigs and Democrats, who aban- 
doned their party organization to unite 
in the new party, representing a wider constit- 
uoney and less arbitrary and slavish policies. 
It is not to be presumed that when men left 
the Democratic party or the Whig party, because 
of the menial subminsion of those parties to the 
institution of Slavery, they at the same time 
abjured all their convictions upon all other 
questions. Apart from the institution of Slavery, 
and the heresies that were incorporated in Na- 
tional politics to sustain thet institution, the 
cardinal principles and policies of the Demo- 
cratic party were mainly right, smd were ap- 
proved by nearly the whole people. The last 
and strongest opposing doctrine was that of the 
“ American System,” or protective taxation, and 
this was formally disposed of by an . over- 
whelming majority of the people as long ago 
as 1846. N. P. Banks and Henry Wilson 
were sent to Congress, and, in behalf of 
and a general reduction of all tariff taxation not 
needed for revenue. The great question of local 
self-government was one which had been set- 
tled by the wisest statesmen of the country. We 
do not mean the doctrine of nullification, rebel- 
lion, or revolution, nor the sanctity which was 
claimed for the rights of property in slaves. But 
we do mean that the right of the people of each 
State to the election of their own officers, to the 
making of all laws for their local government ; 
to regulate the mode of assessing and collecting 
taxes for local purposes, and the exercise of the 
general and special police powers within their own 
municipalities, had been determined, and deter- 
mined rightly, in favor of the freedom of the 
State from National control and interference. 
Governor Palmer, and thousands of others who 
participated with him in the war to preserve the 
Union against Slavery, came out of that war 
more firmly impressed than ever with the neces- 
sity of maintaining at all times the line which 
separates State and National powers, so strongly 
and plainly defined that there ought to be no 
encroachments, intentional or otherwise, by 
State or National authority. During his 
| administration, Governor Palmer has felt 
it to be his duty upon ail occasions, 
as Governor of this State, to assert what he 
understood to be its just authority, and to pro- 
test against any illegal interference, no matter 
how technical it may have been. While we felt 
‘thaf hig controversy with the President relative 
to General Sheridan’s temporary employment of 
troops in this city, after the fire, was unneces- 
gary, we can understand, in the light of what is 
now transpiring in Louisiana, that he was jus- 
tified in at least filing his protest against such a 
precedent. And we shall ever remember that, 
to his prompt action in convening the Legisla- 
tare and using his influence in our behalf, we 
owe the rescue of Chicago from bankruptcy and 
enormous suffering after that distressing event. 
Among all the benefactors of this city after the 
fire, Governor Palmer was surely the most 
efficient. Perhaps any other Governor would 
have done as much. None could have done
